World Looks 
To Canadian 
Youth— James 

"Canada is a- land of unlimited 
opportunities, it is your legacy 
which has been handed to you by 
your forefathers and its future de- 
pends on how you handle ti," Dr. 
F. Cyril James, principal and vice-, 
chancellor of McGill University, 
told students at the annual gradu- 
ation exercises at Strathcona Acad- 
emy, last night. 

"Be sure that the legacy you have 
received will not be diminished 
when you hand it on to your diild- 
ren", he said. , • 

■ Dr. , James contrasted the oppor- 
tunities of Canadian students to 
those of India a country in which 
the "underlying philosophy is one 
of acquiescence, ol passive resist- 
ance and waiting for authority." 
' He cited conditions in the town 
of Mutra as on example of India's 
educational system. There, he said, 
children under 12 years were in- 
structed by an a'gcd schoolmaster 
who could not read and "recited 
what he could remember of the 
country's ancient /historyi^and re- 
ligion." ' Children ; o»^lielre said, 
worked in the fields for a pittance. 

Dr. James said that men like Jean 
Brebeuf, Bishop Laval, Janies Mc- 
Gill and Donald Alexander Smith 
had made 'Canada into' a country 
which today is held in high esteem 
by the rest of the wortd.

Toronto Halts McGill Wi^ 
Streaks Withn^é: Draw

Bob Mastcrnson's youthful men of Blue, playing Inspired footbBll,\: 
and the worst possible kind of weather which produced a snow-swepV;'j;'>; 
rain-soaked field, combined to explode the myth of McGiU's invincl»^',-' 
bllity Saturday at Molson Stadium, as the valiant Varsity "kids" battled 3r ,, 
the Redmen to a 6-6 tie before 10,000 wet, shivering fans who braved 
the elements to watch this slushy spectacle. 

The tie, a moral victory for theO- 
Torontonlans who were soundly 
thrashed by the Redmen in Toronto, 
25-0, halted a host of McGlll win- 
ning streaks, but still enabled the 
Obeckmen to clinch first pl.icc in 
the College Union. The Red and 
White finished atop the heap last 
year as well, but lost the play-off 
to second place Western. 

Friday night the snow fell, 
Saturday morning the rain fell, 
'.and Saturday afternoon all the 
Red winning streaks fell. Prev- 
ious to the game, McGlll had won 
four straight this season, five in 
a row lit home, and three In a 
line over Varsity. However, the 
Redmen remain the only unde- 
feated senior team in the co'untry 
and have not lost a contest at 
Molson Stadium since the final 
game of the 1948 campaign when 
they , were beaten by Queen's. 
The standings now show the 
locals far ahead with 0 points. 
Queen's and Western deadlocked 
for second with 4 apiece (the Gaels 
having nosed out the Mustangs at 
Kingston Saturday, 13-10) and Tor- 
ohto/in the collar" with 3 pbihts.' 

Johnny Metras's Mustangs arc 
the only team with a chance to 
force a play-off with McGlll. The 
rules state that should the second 
place team beat the first place team 
once during the season, a play-off 
game is necessitated on^thQ|liitter's 
home field. However, ' stîouid two 
outfits tie for second position, there 
can be no play-off. And so the sit- 
uation is as follows: If Queen's de- 
feats Varsity at Toronto next Sat- 
urday, then no matter what hap- 
pens at .London between Western 
and the Redmen, McGill emerges 
the champion. But If Varsity tops 
Queen's and the Mustangs- stop 
Obeck's forces. Western then has 
the right to meet McGill in a post- 
season play-off at Molson Stadium.

Long Service Is^^icalled 
As Librfrian Retires

'■ Probably few people can remem^ 
beir wlien the solemn atinosphere of 
Rcdpath Library' was ever, disturb- 
ed. There is one person, however, 
who can recall the time when It 
was anything but calm. . A seem- 
ingly demented woman who had 
come quietly into thé library, sud- 
denly stood up and began to 
harangue those In the library. It 
was only under the persuasion of 
a prc-medlcal student well-inform- 
ed in psychology, that the woman 
was led out 

Miss H. L. Haultain, who told 
me thisv incident, ' believes ^Uhatjilt 
was the, only real break 'mS''^^ 
silence of Rcdpath' Library that she 
can .{-emembcr. When she retired 
as head of .the'; circulation dcpart> 
ment last week, she left^bc^ lnd 'jiia 
the same quiet that. clfiw^ 
her whole career at 
though' she was the bli 
of the library staff in point of long 
service. ■ ' ■ 

Although she was bom in On- 
tario, Miss Haultain has spent, most 
of her life in Montreal. It was 
31 years ago that shb came to 
McGill from the staff of the Fraser 
Institute. In the circulation depart- 
mentvduring air her years in Bed- 
path Library, Miss Haultain has 
nevertheless maintained an active 
interest in the library school and 
until her retirement continued^ to 
lectures on special subjects. In 




the 



1039 she was president of 
Quebec Library Association. 

Miss Haultain Is a slender woman 
with kind grey eyes and a shy 
smile, which appeared frequently 
as she told me of the days when 
girls could sit only at the first 
four tables in the ilbrary. At that 
time the main library was com- 
pletely open.' The three librarians 
sat at desks facing the room, from 
which vantage point they could 
see every movement the students 
made. Any attempt at conversation 
on the part of the students was 
immediately halted by the librarian, 
who would rap sharply on her 
desk. 

" Since 1919, when Miss Haultain 
first came to McGill, a whole new 
wing has been added to the build- 
ing' putting the bookshelves, form-

library is noisier than it used to 
be, but this was only natural, since 
the number of students has in- 
creased considerably. 

Despite her years at Redpatb 
Library and her day-to-day activ- 
ities in connection with boo}u,.Mi8S

Education of 
Angolans Qiily 
Elementary 

No education beyond elementary 
church schools Is the lot of the na- 
tives of Portuguese Angola, West 
Africa. This was the opening point 
made by. the Rev.' Frcdcrico Mus- 
slli to McGill students from the 
American, European and African 
continents at. a meeting held at the 
S.C.M. house last ' Friday night. 
Speaking in Portuguese and Ugun- 
du, translated by the Rev. Tommy 
Tucker, Mr.. Musslli pointed out that 
training for the Catholic Church 
and a few aeholanhips given by tlie 
Protestant' missiohariea Svere the 
only means open to those who were 
not considered by the while Porlu- 
guese minority to be' tuffidently 
assimilated' to be allowed to take 
advantage of the officially free ed- 
ucation. 

"In a coijntry where there are 
no dogs the chickens have to chew 
the bones" was the phrase Mr. Mus- 
sili used to Illustrate poverty of his 
country that made it so difficult to 
Improve education and raise the 
low standard of living. Portugal 
docs not have the means to render 
assistance, and many of the work- 
ers of Angola are attracted by the 
comparatively better opportunities 
Ip South Africa and the Belgian 
Congo. 

A student from Nigeria chal- 
lenged Mr. Mussill's opinion that 
Angola needs a leader, a "Moses," to 
life It out of its oppressed condition. 
The people should save out of their 
resources, however meagre they 
may. be, and use the experience of 
those . who have been fortunate 
enough to see outside Angola how 
other countircs organize their re- 
sources, the questioner asserted.
